After a fairly caroful reading of the 
letter in your issue ofthe ‘23rd: inst., 


_Telative to some High School ealaries, 


I may say I hardly know with whom 
your correspondent is' the most vexed 
—whether, with the staff, or the Advo- 
cate, or the School Board. 

The letter in  questién, however, 
gives me the opportunity of testifying 
in public, as I have often done in priv- 
ate, to the. splendid,” unselfish,” and 
untiring service’ that the .staff~ has 
given this town and: district, and. as 
one concrete example of this I may 
remind those who are interested that 
while it consists of but three members, 
it has been doing the work of four for 
the last couple of: years, and ‘even. 
then at lower salaries than they could 
obtain for less work in the larger 
cities in this province and British 
Columbia. «It would surprise many of 
our citizens if they knew at what 
financial sacrifice these teachers are 
serving us, and the School Board has 
realizéd.that this cannot continue: in- 
definitely,,and has<granted some in- 
creases which while not bringing the 
salaries up to the figures they have 
been offered in other places, is ‘at 
least recognition of ‘our obligation to 
them. ,I want to make this point per 
fectly plain, namely that’ even now 
they are not receiving the salaries 
that they can get at several other 
places in this province and elsewhere. 
From the spirit they have manifested 
in their dealings with the Board I am 
forced to the conclusion that the spirit 
of sacrifice is not manifested alone in 
the trenches. 


Now, speaking of the staffs of both 


‘the Public and High School, I think 


that any ‘thoughtful person will ‘pear 


me out in saying that we have every 
reason to be proud of them. In very 
few places in Canada will you find 
such esprit-de-corps and such a high 
moral and intellectual atmosphere as 
will be found here. That this exists, 
and that’/our teachers are highly 
thought of in Alberta is proven by the 
fact’ “which cannot be disputed, that 


nin they .Are, _conatantly:, i being offered 


positions ‘in’ the: larger cities. I be- 
lieve I-am voicing the feelings of the 
Board when I say that we would not 
risk losing the splendid services we. 
are getting, and our prestige in the 
Province, even if it were necessary 
to further augment our salary sched- 
ule. 


Another fact I think that I shoula 
bring out strongly is that by reducing 
our annual school budget by perhaps 
only 3 or 4 per cent., we might easily 
reduce the efficiency of our schools by 
quite 50: per cent.. The simple reason 
for this being that all overhead costs 
have to be borne, and a certain ap- 
propriation made for salaries in’ any 
event, but a difference in our budget 
of the amount mentioned might easily 
mean the difference between the high 
standard of teaching efficiency we now 
have and a very much lower one. As 
far as the writer is concerned, this is 
out of the question. Our aim will 
constantly be to maintain, and in- 
crease, the prestige we have won in 


-the fact that our per capita pupil ex- 
pendityre has been below the average 
per capita pupil expenditure of. the 
schools of the province. 


I am confident that the very great 
majority of your readers will be deep- 


warranted and bitter personal attack 
upon the Principal of our High School; 
& man in whom we have the highest 
confidence and who in the few years 
he has been in Alberta has . already 
made for himself such a high reputa- 
tion in educational circles that his 
services are constantly being sought 
by those administratiing these circles. 
Mr. Editor, if I may be pardoned the 
questionable act of seeming, even by 
implication, to criticize you adverse- 
ly, when being extended the courtesy 
of your columns, I would add that I 
do not think an article on a legitt- 
mate public question should be made 
the vehicle of a despicable and gross- 
ly unfair personal attack upon any of 
our citizens, and that a newspaper is 
hardly warranted in permitting its 
columns to be used for this purpose. 
This is at least a layman’s viewpoint, 
and is shared by a great many of your 
readers, With this gentle rebuke, and 
with assurance that while I detest the 
sin,.

ALBERTA PROTESTS 
AGAINST FEDERAL - 
CONTROL OF ISSUES 


Edmonton, Jan. 23.—Contending that 
it is unconstitutional and, further, 
might have been satisfactorily settled 
by conference and arrangement, the 
government of Alberta has written to 
Premier Borden protesting against 
the order-in-council regarding the issue 
and sale of provincial securities.

AFTER QUEBEC PREMIER HAD

TWQ SOLUTIONS 


There are now two solutions ap- 
parently proposed: 

1 Complete nationalization, involv- 
ing the purchase of the Canadian Pac- 
ific Railway and Grand Trunk Rail- 
way. 

2 Government operation along the 
lines of Great Britain and the United 
States for the remainder of the war. 

While no decision has yet been 
reached and the matter has not yet 
been considered by the cabinet as a 
whole, apparently the plan most fa- 
vored is the second, although strong 
pressure for nationalization is being 
brought to bear from the west. One 
of the chief difficulties involved in 
nationalization is the fact of the 
C.P.R. alone being a biHion ora billion 
and a half dollar proposition. It is 
felt Canada has burdens enough now 
without assuming such enormous new 
obligations. 

DIFFICULT QUESTION. 

The question of the purchase price 
would be a most difficult one and 
would prove an international rather 
than national problem, as most of 
the C.P.R. stock is held in the United 
States and Great Britain. Only one- 
seventh of the stock is held in Cana- 
da. These stockholders. would have 
to be consulted, and for the sake of 
the credit of Canada abroad would 
have to be treated fairly and squarely. 

If any plan of government owner- 
ship was adopted the cabinet would 
endeavor to retain the C.P.R.’s splend- 
id organization and management, and 
the road would be run as independent- 
ly as possible of any government in- 
terference. 


MORE FAVORED PLAN 

The second plan, and the one ap- 
parently which is more likely of 
adoption, is some form of government 
control and operation for the remain- 
der of the war along the lines follow- 
ed in the United States and Great 
Britain. If such a policy is followed, 
“lone of the ministers, possibly Sir 
Thomas White or Hon.Arthur Meighen 
would be made director of railways 
and would operate the roads under 
the direction of a war board consist- 
Ing of the heads of the present roads. 
The railways would be guaranteed 
present dividends, and if there was 
uny surplus as a result of increayed 
freight rates, if they are granted, it 
could be used to meet deficits on the 
CNR. and Grand Trunk Pacific.

Jassy, Roumania, Jan. 17.—Take 
Jonescu, one of the leading statesmen 
of Roumania, and vice-president of 
-he council of ministers, whose resig- 
1ation from the cabinet Kng Ferdi- 
jand recently declined to accept, 
talked with the Associated press to- 
lay about the present position of 
toumania, and .what that country 
would expect as a: condition of peace. 

As to the future course of Roumania 
he declared the Roumanian people 
would remain faithful to the 
entente allies until the end, “whatever. 
that end might be.” 

“Remember, if Russia makes peace. 
and we are forced to seek refuge from

‘ia had when her soldiers were forced 
to leave their native soil” 

“The problem and sufferings of 
Roumania are little known in Amer- 
ica. We have been raher silent about 
them, as ‘there are many things about 
which we could not telk We have 
borne the burden in silence. In spite 
of all our misfortunes, however, I 
4m convinced that my country will 
continue to fight until the end. We 
can follow only one course, and that is 
‘the path of honor. We are under a 
pledge to remain loyal to the Entente 
Allies until the end.- 


WOULD NOT EMBARRASS 


“As I now understand that the origi-

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
imperial German chancellor «in ~his 
many times, postponed speech to, the 
main_committee of the reichstag an- 
nounces ,that he still holds the hope.

clusion of the Brest-Litovsk- confer- 
ence will be reached, the terms of the’ 
Germans, as enunciated by General 
Hoffman, so far form an insuperable 
barrier for the Bolsheviki government, 
which has expressed a determination 
to carry out.a policy of no annexation 
and no indéfnities. 


COMPLETE ANNEXATION 


‘ Courland in its entirety and all of 
Russia’s Baltic provinces are to be 
retained by. Germany according to 
General. Hoffman, in what.is termed 
as Germany's last proposal to the 
Russians, and the added threat was 
given that if the Russians failed to 
agree with the demands, further in- 
roads into their territory would fol- 
low and the ‘important port of Reval, 
near the mouth of the Gulf of Finland, 
would be occupied. 

In theatrical fashion, Hoffman delin- 
eated on a mdp before the astonished 
Russian. delegates the new Russian 
frontier as the Germans intend it to 
run—from the shores of the Gulf of 
Finland eastward to the Moor Sound 
islands and then to the west of Minsk, 
and thence to Brest-Litovsk—leaving 


within German boundaries some of. 


Russia's choicest territory. 
UNANIMOUSLY REJECTED. 


The last advices are to the effect 
that the Russians have unanimously 
rejected the German terms: 

What the new situation will bring 
forth is problematical. With the 
political situation in Russia still in 
a turmoil, and with the battalions de- 
pleted ‘of fighting men through de- 
flections, it is hardly possible that the 


“Russians will be able to withstand at 


the present moment any great show of 


force by the Germans toward the cap- |~ 


ture of Reval, which would prove a 
handy base from which to operate 
against Petrograd or to push their 
line further eastward from the old 
battleline. 


WIDESPREAD DISSATISFACTION. 


Accounts of the situation in Aus- 
tria, gleaned from German  news- 
papers, indicate that there is still 
much discontent among the working- 
men, and that the strikers have not 
all returned to work. Widespread 
dissatisfaction continues to be evinced 
against the government’s concessions 
to the Socialists, and bitter attacks 
are being made on the party leaders. 
The Czechs in parliament have heck- 
led the Austrian premier and demand- 
ed that the monarchy be made a dem- 
ocratic state of nationalities. 

In Germany the unrest of the peo- 
ple still continues, but the triumphant 
militaristic party is managing to keep 
the people in curb. Nevertheless, ac- 
cording to unofficial statements, the 
rebellious sentiments of the German 
workmen, especially the Independent 
Socialists are becoming stronger. 


WRESTLING WITH

Suddenly Kep- 
ler let go, sprang backward and 
ducked like a flash, not a second too ' 
soon to avoid‘a vicious. blow from 
those great claws, I raised my rifle 

“No, no, don’t shoot, Mr. Morgan! 
I've got him” called Keppler breath- 
lessly, as he dodged quickly behind 
the boulder. : 

The bear rushed headlong toward 
us, stumbled and brought up against 
the rock with a thud. His. great body 
crumpled up on the sand, heaved 
spasmodically, then lay still, 

-I turned to Keppler; the man was 
drenched with blood. With a cry of 
horror I ran to him; but he motioned 
me aside and dragging the huge bulk 
of the bear over on its sid& pulled out ; 
his eight-inch hunting knife, which, 
during the. battle he had managed to 
draw and to thrust.up to the hilt. into.

HON. W. J. HANNA WAS FORCED 
TO RESIGN OFFICE; HIS ASSIST- 
- ANT 18 PROMOTED TO- OFFICE. 


_ Ottawa, Jan. 24.—Hon, W..J. Hanna 
has handed to the prime minister his 
resignation as food controller for Can- 


ada. -The. resignation has _ been ‘\ac- 
cepted and it is understood that H. B. 
Thomson, of Victoria, who ‘has been 


~|associated with Mr. Hanna as deputy 


food controller for some months, has 
been appointed his successor. 

Mr. Hanna in his letter of resigna: 
tion to the prime ininister, said the 
scope of the work of food controller 
has so broadened and his duties have 
so multiplied as to'call for absolutely 
undivided and uninterrupted service, 
to the exclusion of all other interests. 
“Tam so situated,” he said, “that this 
would be for me-very difficult, if not 
impossible.” 

Sir Robert Borden, in accepting Mr. 
Hanna’s resignation, expressed his re- 
gret that the food controller is com- 
pelled to relinquish his post. “The 
measure of success which has‘ attend- 
ed your efforts,” the letter goes on to 
say, “is the highest possible tribute 
to the ability and devotion which you 
have brought to bear on these ques- 
tions of great concern and absorbing 
public interest.” ue 

An official statement given out in 
connection with Mr. Hanna’s resigna- 
tion says in part: 

“Perhaps a large share of Mr. Han- 
na’s success is due to the fact that 
he refused to be stampeded into spec- 
tacular action. Mr. Hanna took the 
position that men and women can be 
led better than they- can be driven, 
although he did not hesitate to drive 
where the public interest demanded 
it.” 

H. B. Thomson, the new food con- 
troller, is recognized as one of the 
ablest business men in British Col- 
umbia. For many years he has been 
gencral manager of the Turner-Beeton 
Co., of Victoria, the firm of J. H. Turn- 
er, agent general of British Columbia 
in London, England. Under his man- 
agement the Turner-Beeton Co. has 
grown to a large and prosperous con- 
cern. Mr. Thomson has a number of 
other business connections in British 
Columbia, and has been prominent in 
the. public life of that province. For 
ten. years he represented the city of 
Victoria in the local legislature. He 
took,a ‘leading part in promoting ship- 
building, ‘and as a member of the ship- 


‘building commission directed the en- 


terprise under which the first wooden 
ships .were built in British Columbia.

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STRUGGLE OF ATTRITION.

The war is arriving at a stage when 
new methods have changed the whole 
face of the campaign. It is pretty gen- 


mastered to a large degree, and unless 
the Germans find a new way to head 
off the Allies they will soon be 
beaten. 

The war is more and more resolving 
ifself into a struggle of attrition on 
land, on the sea, and economically. It 
is more and more a question of com- 
parative available resources in man 
power for the army, of comparative 
capabilities to produce and desiroy 
_tonnage, of comparative abilities to 
stand the economic and _ financial 
strain. American capacity to produce 
men, tonnage, food and supplies is 
just getting .tairly organized for the 
maximum of effory/ Great Britain is 

-perfecting both its military and its 
industrial power and willgive a demon- 
stration of producing capacity such as 
even it has not yet afforded. All the 
world realizes now, better than it ever 
did before, that the struggle for con- 
troi of the seas is vital. 

Germany may remain unbeaten for 
an indefinite period if she can wear 
down the merchant marine of the 
world and make it impossible to utilize 
the full measure of economic power 
that opposes her. To that end, the 
submarine will have to be re-enforced 
by other methods of destruction or 
else the balance will presently turn 
distinctly in favor of the Entente. 
This is the argument on which naval 
men base their conclusion that before 
long there will be some striking 
changes on the German method of 
conducting the war at sea.

absolute abandonment of all her high 
protestations of democratic principle, 
at the price of the betrayal of her 
former allies, at the price even of her 
own autonomy—for it cannot be doubt- 
ed that a Russian peace with Ge,:nany 
must in such circumstances eventually 
megn the domination of Russia by 
Germany. She will undergo a peace- 
ful absorption instead of conquest by 
force of arms. 

The only hope for Russia, if she 
makes such a peace, lies in a total 
defeat of Germany by the Allies on the 
western front. From now on the 
Allies will be fighting for a Russia 
which, if the German proposals are 
acceptable to her, will be assenting to 
their ruin to save their own skin. 

It is not a nice spectacle. 

But it is as characteristic of the 
German diplomacy as it is eloquent 
of the German estimate of the Rus- 
sian character.

ates the Russian as a nation which 
is so intent on saving its own hide 
that it will consent to any terms 
which will achieve that object, no 
matter at what loss of self-respect.

Somewhere ™M France, 

Dear Mr. Carswell,—The receipt of 
a personal reminder that the good peo- 
ple of Red Deer still are ‘‘carrying on” 
by cheering the sons of the city that 
left for Europe with parcels of tuck 
and useful articles, has ,emboldened 
me to ask you to print this general 
acknowledgement. 

At this period of the long drawn out, 
and wonderfully hated war, I can 
speak for the heartening effect of a 
concrete expression of sympathy from 
eyen an unknown citizen of one’s 
home town. 

I suppose war has always had the 
effect of widening the powers of ap- 
preciation of the soldier, both for his 
comrade and for the people for whom 
he fights. It must be so! Even in 
the days of the mercenaries a man 
could not endure hard fights and priv- 
ations without experiencing a grow- 
ing affection for the man who sweated 
and swore beside him. 

How natural, then, for the soldier

to answer the call, to recognise in his

They are well fed, diversions are 
present in plenty when practicable, 
they have a wonderful mail service, 
and a never failing sense of the ridic- 
ulous to help them over the rough 
spots. 

They will return, God willing, bigger 
men, unafraid of themselves, and un- 
ashamed of their deepened feelings, 
looking for opportunities to show 
their love of life—their own and their 
chum’s. 

Many a tale of mud and corruption, 
and screaming shells will be told with 
a sparkling eye, to its climax, of a 
comradgs spluttering in a shell-hole of 
liquid miud or a valiant struggle with 
refractory mules. 

Many a scene will be conjured up 
of some whitefaced comrade vocifer- 
ously blackguarding a “hum-bird” who 
is dropping “eggs” too close to be 
pleasant. 

May the time for these recitals soon 
come. We, and you, will be glad, I 
know. Meanwhile, I know too; we’re 
together in hoping that the great tra- 
dition may be maintained until it 
pleases the gods to grant rélease from 
the necessty to “carry on.” 

One has been asked oftentimes if 
he likes being at war. Personally, the 
answer is in the negative. 

I am pretty sure the majority of us 
out here are longing all the time for 
Sunny Alberta, for the opportunity to 
sprawl on the broad of one’s back and 
watch the fleeting clouds and flutter- 
ing birds, instead of these uncomfort- 
able “humbirds’—to have the kiddies 
stuff one’s ears and nostrils full of 
grass—anything so long as it is peace. 

But as a fair observer, I have to say 
that one would never guess the ever 
growing longing present amongst the 
boys. 

To watch them going in-to the line 
to do ther trick is a revelation of the 
solidarity of the young man of today. 
Most faces are grave, not anxious, but 
so obviously expressing the fact that 


|their thoughts are with “the people 


at home,” and filled with a sense of 
duty to be done. The company clown 
only—and there isalways one—breezes 
along, making facetious replies to 
questions from Tommies in camps on 
the line of march, “What battalion 
boys?” “The Prussian Guards, ole son” 
and the fleeting, tolerant smile of his 
comrades reveals the fact that they 
love him for his nonsense at such a 
time. 

Coming out, maybe fewerinnumbers 
whitefaced with fatigue, not over com- 
pact as to column or route, but never 
ill-gropomed in appearance, their 
heads are higher, and their faces ex- 
pectant for the more or less battered 
bilets and “cushy” sleep. 

Next day they will be playing foot- 
ball or practicing their diabolically 
pronounced French on the girls ‘at the 
estaminet, bright-eyed and: spruce 
once more.

CITY-GOUNCIL MEET 


The Mayor presided at the regular 
Council meeting Thursday evening 
last week, Aldermen Day, Collison, 
Galbraith and Stone, and _ Solicitor 
W. E. Payne in attendance. 


CORRESPONDENGE. 


The Deputy Minister of Finance 
wrote enclosing copy of official Gaz- 
atte containing enactments of the 
Dominion Government regarding is- 
suing of bonds, etc. No_ province, 
municipality or company can issue 
Jebenturés or bonds without first se- 
curing the consent of the Dominion 
authorities. 

John Perry, Deputy Minister of Pub- 
tic works, Edmonton, wrote regretting 
that he was out of the city when Ald. 
azalbraith and Commissioner Stephen- 
3on were in Edmonton. He stated he 
would be in Red Deer in a few days 
and would call at the city office. 

The Union of Municipalities of Can- 
ida asked the co-operation of the 
Council in memorializing the Domin- 
fon Government for a closer union in 
ill war measures with the municipali- 
iies of the Dominion. They felt in 
this way there would be better feeling 
throughout the country in all war 
neasures. Left over till next meet- 
ing, ; 

The Woman’s Council and the Board 
of Health made a, suggestion that 
there be a_ representative of the 
women of the city on the Board of 
Health, and that the Local Council 
Health convener be appointed. 

Moved by Ald. Galbraith and Stone 
that the SecretaryTreasurer notify 
the. corresponding secretary of the 
Local Council of Women of all meet- 
ings of the Board of Health, and notify 
her that the City Council would be 
glad t have a representative of the 
Woman's Council bring any health 
matters before the Board of Health. 
Carried. 

The Red Deer Creamery people 
asked permission to feed about fifty 
hogs in connection with the creamery, 
and desired to rent about five acres 
from the city for that purpose. The 
Council were opposed to having hogs 
fed just above the water intake in 
the river. 

Ald. Galbraith, however, thought 
there was plenty of room to feed hogs 
there without endangering the health 
of the city. He thought it very im- 
portant when the Food controller is 
calling out for everybody to raise 
hogs as food was so scarce. He sug- 
gested that the question be left to the 
Commissioners, the Medical Officer of 
Health, and the City Engineer to re- 
port thereon at the next meeting if 


it is possible to secure a suitable site. | 


Ald Collison looked on this question 
very seriously. The first thing in his 
mind to think of was the public health. 
People looked to him perhaps\ more 
than others in this regard and he 
would not consent to this proposition 
unless he was fully assured there was 
no fear of contamination or.an out- 
break of disease. 

The Day Hardware Co.: asked per- 
mission to instal a gasoline filling 
station in front of their store on Gaetz 
Ave., 18 ft west of the south-east cor- 
ner of the building. 

Ald. Galbraith and Stone moved that 
the petition of the Day Hardware Co. 
be granted on conditions provided by 
the Canadian Underwriters Associa- 
tion, and by the letter of-the company 
any excavation affecting the road or 
sidewalk to be constructed under the 
direction of the engineer Carried.

The report was adopted on the mo- 
tion of Ald. Collison and Day. 

Ald. Collison spoke highly of the 
good work done by these two gentle- 
men and stated that the thanks of the 
Council was due to them for - their 
efforts on behalf of the City. 

Ald. Galbraith spoke at some length 
regarding the outlook of Red Deer’s 
Fair. He contended the time had 
come for the municipality to back up 
the Fair in at least a guarantee in the 
same manner as the Hospital and the 
Library are backed up by the City. 
This year it will be necéssary for the 
association to offer about seven hun- 
dred dollars more in prizes to secure 
the grants from the Dominion govern- 
ment of $2,500 and the Provincial 
government grant of $3,000. If Cal- 
gary made a big grant to its fair, and 
Edmonton did likewise, he felt the 
city should guarantee in some way the 
association against loss. It did not 
seem right to have a few gentlemen 
stand all the risk for this splendid 
institution of our city. 

Ald. Collison on first thought would 
not feel disposed at this time to back 
up the idea suggested by Ald. Gal- 
braith. He was willing to be convinc- 
ed, but his thought at the present time 
was that this, Council should not take 
upon itself any further risks or re- 
sponsibilities. He contended we had 
no right to guarantee the Fair against 
loss unless we were prepared to make 
that loss good. 

Ald. Day thought the. Coyncil might 
be asked to give a small guarantee 
against loss, but not two or _ three 
thousand dollars.

tural Experiment station, which is 
partly supported by Americans, be- 
“gan casting his scientific eye around 
Jast summer and found that the coun- 
‘try was blessed with an underground 
“water supply. He showed the British 
“the latest method of digging artesian 
wells, and there is now an abundance 
of water that will be available for 
irrigation when the country is opened 
up for settlement. For a large part 
of Palestine, after twenty centuries 
“of spoilation under the yoke of the 
Turk _and other foreign masters, is a 
“. wilderness with only wandering shep- 
“sherds and their herds. A homeseeker 
» dn these parts of Palestine today is as 

much of a pioneer as if he were going 

into the wilds of Somaliland, in Africa. 


‘PALESTINE A “SPOTTED COUN- 
TRY.” 


But Palestine, from an agricultural 
‘standpoint, is today what an American 
farmer would call a “spotted country.” 
‘Yt has some very fertile. spots, and 
s0Mme 80 poor that a farmer couldn't 


gain enough strength to raise an um- 


brella. There are found in Palestine 
“all kinds of climate, of soil and of 
><-.products, from the sub-tropical heat 
and verdure of the Jordan Valley to 
‘the sub-Alpine airs and fruit trees of 
- the slopes of Hermon, palms by Jeri- 


cho “and: pines-on “Lebanon, constant 


summrer.on thé coast,’ summer and 
winter alternating on.the main moun- 
tain ranges, snow never seen at Gaza, 
but lying for days two or three feet 
deep on Gilead On the maritime 
plain the mean annual.temperature is 
70 degrees, the normal extremes be- 
ing about 50 to 90 degrees. The har- 
vest ripens about a: fortnight earlier 
than in the mountains, Citrons and 
oranges flourish, as do melons and 
palms. The rainfall is lower than in 
the mountains. Jn the_ mountainous 
regions the mean annual temperature 
is about 62 degrees, but there is a 
great range of variation, from snow 
in winter to 100 degrees in the shade 
in summer. The rainfall here is about 
twenty-eight inches a year, and the 
vine, fig, and olive grow well _ 


The climate of the Ghor, or Jordan- 


valley is again different. Here the 
thermometer may rise as high as 130 
degrees. The rainfall is scanty, but 
as no civilized person inhabits the 
southern end of the Jordan valley 
throughout the year, and it has hith- 
erto proved impossible to establish 
self-registering instruments, no sys- 
tematic meteorological observations 
have been taken arr 

In Eastern Palestine there is a still 
greater range of temperature; the 
loftier heights are covered in winter 
with snow. The thermometer may 
range in twenty-four hours from freez- 
ing point to 80 degrees above. The 
rainy season begins about the end of 
November, the rain this time of the 
year being the “former rain” of the 
Old -Testament. The earth, baked 
hard by the summer heat, is thus 
softened, and plowing begins at once. 
The wettest month is January; Feb- 
ruary next, and December third, and 
March is also wet. The rain ends in 
April (the “latter rains”), and the win- 
ter crops receive their final fertiliza- 
tion. Tke winter crops are barley 
and wheat, which are harvested from 
April to June. The summer crops of 
melons, figs, millet, sesame, grapes, 
olives, etc, are nurtured by the heavy 
dews, which are one of the most re- 
markable climatic features of the 
country, and to a large extent atone 
for the total lack of rain for one half 
of the year. These crops are harvest- 
ed from August to October. 


LAND OF SPRINGS AND CISTERNS 


Except in the desert districts, 


which Aaronson has now shown to 
have underground water, Palestine 
has not been a_ waterless country, 
notwithstanding the long droughts. 
While perennial streams are rare, yet 
numerous springs bubble forth almost 
everywhere, except in the wildest 
waste parts of the desert portion. For 
this reason the whole face of the 
land is pitted with ancient cisterns, 
and many hillsides and fields are .on 
that account most dangerous to walk 
over by night, except for those fam- 
iliar with the landmarks. Some of 
these excavations are _ bell-shaped, 
others bottle-shaped, with a narrow 
circular shaft in the top, hollowed in 
the rock and lined with cement. Be- 
side many of these are to be found 
the ruins of ancient aqueducts. Such 
are the aqueducts of which remains ex- 
ist at Jericho, Cesarea and other places

the enormous reservoirs. known as 


Solomon’s pools, in‘a valley between. 


Jerusalem and, Hebron, by which the 
former city was supplied with. water 
through an elaborate system: of. con- 
duits. Many~of these leaky cisterns 
as well as the old aqueducts, 
could with little trouble be brought 
into use again, and by the genius and 
scientific skill of such wide awake 
Jews as Aaronson these ancient ruins, 
allowed to continue in a state of de- 
cay“ under centuries of Turkish rule, 
will now be transformed into modern 
systems of irrigation that will greatly 
enhance the fertility of the country. 


Pure water supply for cities and. 


towns ‘and modern ideas of sanitation 
will be the. new order. The most 
abundant springs in Palestine are the 
sources of the Jordan at Banias and 
at Tell-el-Kadi. A considerable num- 
ber of springs inthecountry are brack- 
ish, being impregnated with chemicals 
of various kinds, or when near a town, 
with sewage. Virgin's fountain (Am 
Um Ed-Daraj) is fouled by sewage; 
but it is the only natural source of 
water in the neighborhood of Jerusa- 
lem. ; 

Also the old time health resorts will 
be prepared on a scale befitting the 
modern ideas of comfort and sanita- 
tion. Hot springs are found in various 
parts of the Holy Land, especially at 
El-Hamma, about one mile south of 
Tiberias, where the water has a tem- 
perature of 140 degrees Fahrenheit. 
This is still used for curative purposes, 
as it was in the days of Herod, but it 
is neglected and dirty. There are 
also hot sulphur springs on the west 
side of the Dead Sea. Those of: El- 
l1Jamma, below Gadara, are from 104 
to 120 degrees F. in temperature. 


SECOND FLIGHT—INTO EGYPT. 


The dispersing of the Jews in Pales- 
tine began in A.D. 70, when Jerusalem 


was destroyed by Titus. A century 
ago there were only three thousand 
Jews in Palestine. The Zionist move- 
ment was begun forty years ago, but 
it received active support only in the 
last twenty years, and has taken to 
the Holy Land about one hundred 
thousand Jews, and settled them in 
fifty communities, and this was the 
Jewish population. at the outbreak of 
the present war. They enjoyed local 
self-government by the passive per- 
mission of the Turks. : 

The Jews have suffered terribly in 
this war. The older Jewish communi- 
ties, in the larger cities, and mostly 
made up of devout Jews who had 


gone to Palestine to die on holy soil 


were practically exterminated in the 
massacres carried on by .the Turks. 
The agricultural colonists suffered 
less. Here again is found the stead- 
fast devotion of the Jews to their 
convictions. Rather than embrace 
Ottoman citizenship and bear arms to 
aid the German kaiser, they preferred 
death and were slaughtered by the 
Turks. Many escaped from the coun- 
try, and nine thousand dramatically 
repeated the story of Jewish history 
by a flight into Egypt, where’ they 
went into exile in the land where 
Pharaoh reigned and Joseph flour- 
ished in the long ago when their an-

JAPAN INTIMATES THAT 
IT WILL NOT TOLERATE 
PREMATURE PEACE 


Tokio, Jan 24—‘Japan holds herself 
responsible for the maintenance of 
peace in this part of the world, and 
consequently in the event of that 
peace being endangered to the inevit- 
able detriment of our interests, the 
‘government of Japan will not hesitate 
a@ moment to take proper measures.” 

Thus Count Terauchi, the Japanese 
premier, spoke at the opening of the 
diet today in referring to the internal 
disorders in Russia spreading to the 
Russian possessions in eastern Asia. 
The premier declared that the situa- 
tion in Russia was causing him the 
greatest measure of anxiety. “As 
the true friend of Russia,” he said, 
“Jape earnestly hopes that country 
may successfully settle its difficulties 
without much further loss of time, 
and establish a stable government.” 
He also said that Japan joined unre- 
servedly with the allied powers in the 
determination not to sheath the sword 
until an honorable peace was secured.

Calgary, -Alta., Jan. 23.—That the 
farmers of Alberta are prepared to 
stand ‘firmly behind the enforcement 
of the Military Service Act was over- 
whelmingly shown at: the’ session of 
the U.F.A. convention yesterday after- 
noon, when tremendous applause greet- 
ed an impassioned plea from Major 
G. W. Kerby -for- their aid in carrying 
it out. Major Kerby asked particular- 
ly that the farmers co-operate in see- 
ing that men who are not real farmers 
but seeking to evade the working of 
the act by ‘claiming to be farmers; are 
all put into uniform. 

FARMERS IMPORTANT ELEMENT. 

Great applause greeted every period 
of the address given by the govern- 
ment’s military representative of all 
the local tribunals in Alberta. ‘ Major 
Kerby emphasized the fact that the 
government regards the services of ac- 
tual farmers as important as any 
other element in the winning of the 
war. He paid a high tribute to the 
men who have gone from the farms, 
and dwelt on the fact that the war 
is being waged for those principles 
for which the United Farmers of Al- 
berta stand, freedom and the spread 
of democracy. The war was not a 
war of conquest, but a war to enforce 
the rights of the people. 

The strong plea put forward by the 
Major evoked the loudest and most 
prolonged applause of the afternoon, 
despite the fact that the major was 
one of a number of Alberta’s most 
eloquent speakers, who addressed the 
gathering. 

PLEA FOR RED CROSS. 

Others included R. B. Bennett, who 
made a powerful and moving plea in 
behalf of the Red Cross; General Sec- 
retary Stanley Brent who put forward 
the claims of the Y.M.C.A.; Rev. 5. 
M. Falls pastor of central Methodist 
church who, on behalf of the presi- 
dent of the Methodist conference, 
presented the greetings of his church 
to the gathering, and ex-Governor J. 
W. Leedy, of the State of Kansas, 
prominent member of the Alberta non- 
partisan League, who made a strong 
plea for o-operation of all elements 
of society, even to the “low down 
politician” as he termed it, a phrase 
whicih drew much laughter from the 
big gathering. 

During the afternoon, the committee 
on credentials was announced, the per- 
sonnel including Messrs. J. C. Buck- 
ley, Joshua Fletcher and R. S. Law. It 
was also announced that the subject 
of hail insurance would be dealt with 
at the morning session. Wednesday, 
and that the session would begin at 
9.30 a.m. 

In his address on behalf of the Red 
Cross, Mr Bennett thanked the farm- 
ers for the great work they had done 
in the past and emphasised that they 
point out that upon the agricultural- 
ists depends the future of the nation. 
BURDEN OF RESPONSIBILITY. 
“If democracy fails,” he said, “the 
responsibility for that failure must be 
attributed to you. Those who live in 
the cities must bear some measure of 
responsibility, but the tillers of the 
soil must bear on their shoulders the 
burden of responsibility for the future 
of the state.” 

He referred briefly to the sorrow of 
the great war bearing on all and then 
went on to deal with the Red Cross 
organization, pointing out its  inter- 
national character, how its work was 
carried on even in the hostile coun- 
tries of Germany, Austria, Turkey, and 
the others.
